Gradually, however, the guard force 
was reduced to save money.

United Press, in which, they said, she 
was the victim of a man old enough 
to be her father and with children of 
his own. 
The girl’s body was found by a 
beachcomber on the sands of Long 
Beach, L. I., more than a week ago, 
and today the cause of her death Is 
still a mystery. 
But to Stanley Faithful! and hiH 
family, the case gets down to the in­ 
cidents of her childhood fundament­ 
ally. Somehow 
they can't altogether 
explain It 
the tragedy of her death 
goes back down the years when the 
man in question made her read to him 
extracts of sex writings of Havelock 
Ellis, and, they say, 
otherwise 
mal­ 
treated her. 
Their story as outlined to the United 
Press is in many respects unprintable. 
The man in question is prominent 
and well-to-do, a respected member of 
the community in which he lives. 
He 
has children of his own. 
He was. ac­ 
cording to the parents, “kind" to Starr 
and later to her pretty sister, Tucker. 
The kindness and philanthropy, they 
told the United Press, were a cloak 
for a relationship that lasted for years 
and only came to light Ave years ago 
through an incident in a New York 
hotel. 
The man etherized or chloroformed 
the girl on occasions and had through 
his maltreatment, warped her mind. 
Faithful! said. 
There are records of 
Starr writing of trips with the man 
to hotels at several points. The man's 
"kindness" cloaked his deeds, accord 
ing to* the Faithfully, but one day she 
came home, distraught and troubled 
and told of a night in a New York 
hotel, at the recollection of which she 
shuddered. 
She conflded certain facts, and then 
the whole story of the man’s maltreat­ 
ment came from her. Faithfull checked 
up, and to his horror found many cf 
the things the girl had related were 
true.

HAYS "HARDING’S SOUL SEARED 
RY A GREAT DISILLU­ 
SIONMENT’

Marlon. O., June 16.—The late Presi­ 
dent Harding was betrayed by some 
of his associates who not only deceiv­ 
ed him but betrayed their country In 
a way for 
which 
punishment 
can 
never atone. President Hoover said In 
dedicating the memorial here where 
the late President and Mrs. Harding 
are burled. 
"Warren Harding gave his life 
In 
worthy accomplishment for his coun­ 
try," Mr Hoover said as he sought to 
vindicate the memory of his chief by 
branding with withering scorn such as 
has rarely come from a chief execu­ 
tive. those who were false to their 
trust. 
In the presencs of former President 
Calvin Coolidge and many others who 
served In the Harding administration, 
Mr. Hoover for the first time publicly 
expressed himself on the conduct of 
some associates in that regime. 
Referring to the tract that he accom­ 
panied the late president on the fatal 
Alaskan trip, Mr. Hoover 
described 
how he observed Harding then on the 
threshold of death, as a man whose 
"soul had been seared by a great dis­ 
illusionment” gradually weaken not 
only from physical 
exhaustion 
but 
from worry over the conduct of some 
of his Intimates. 
This betrayal, Mr. Hoover said, “was 
the tragedy of the life 
of 
Warren 
Harding.’’ 
The president paid tribute to the 
“kindly and gentle spirit” of Harding 
and described him as a man “of deli­ 
cate sense of honor" especially fitted 
to restore tranullity and heal the ran­ 
cors left by the world war.

“Hts companions on

realized full well that he had over­ 
strained even his robust strength In the 
gigantic task which confronted him 
luring the previous two years," Mr. 
Hoover said, “and he came also to 
know that here was a man whose 
soul was being seared by a great dis­ 
illusionment. 
We saw him gradually 
weaken not only from physical 
ex­ 
haustion but from 
mental 
anxiety. 
Warren Harding had a dim realization 
that he had been betrayed by a few 
of the men whom he had trusted, by 
men whom he had believed were hi i 
devoted friends It was later proved 
In the courts of the land that the*;® 
men 
had 
betrayed 
not 
alone 
the 
friendship and trust of their staunch 
and loyal friend but they had betrayed 
their country. That was the tragedy 
of the life of Warren Harding. 
There are disloyalties and there ara 
crimes which shock our sensibilities, 
which may bring suffering. But U 
j *m 
u 
Is no disloyalty and no crime In nil 
the category of 
human 
weaknesses 
which compares with the failure of 
probity in the conduct of public trust. 
Monetary loss or even the shock to 
moral sensibilities Is perhaps a pass­ 
ing thing, but the breaking down of 
the faith of a people in the honesty 
of their government and in the integ­ 
rity of their Institutions, the lowering 
of respect for the standards of honor 
which prevail In 
high 
places, 
are 
crimes 
for 
which 
punishment 
can 
never atone.” 
Mr. Hoover described Harding as a 
man of "passionate patriotism" and 
"deep religious feeling " 
He closed 
with a quotation from the last public 
*-tatement of Harding which declared 
"Christ was the prince of peace and 
we who seek to render his name glori­ 
ous must move in the ways of peace 
and brotherhood and loving service." 
Mr. Hoover added "He gave his life 
in that spirit, and in that spirit we 
pay tribute to his memory.”

They told the United Press this to­ 
day; at the same tim e unfolding a 
story, revolting and amazing, of inci­ 
dents in her childhood which colored 
her afte r life and m ade her a girl of 
m any moods—bordering on th e con­ 
fusing areas between the sane and 
insane. 
It was a story of sex, the Faithful! 
family 
revealed 
exclusively 
to 
the 
United Press, in which, they said, she 
was the victim of a man old enough 
to be her father and with children of 
his own. 
The girl’s body was found by a 
beachcomber on the sands of Long 
Beach, L. I., more than a w eek ago, 
and today the cause of her death is 
still a mystery. 
But to Stanley Faithfull and his 
family, the case gets down to the in­ 
cidents of her childhood fu n d am en t­ 
ally. Som ehow—they can ’t altogether 
explain it—the tragedy of her death 
goes back down the years when the 
m an in question m ade her read to him 
extracts of sex w ritings of Havelock 
Ellis, and, they say, 
otherwise 
m al­ 
treated her. 
Their story as outlined to the United 
Press is in many respects unprintable. 
The man in question is prom inent 
and well-to-do, a respected m em ber of 
the com m unity in which he lives. 
He 
has children of his own. 
He was, ac­ 
cording to the parents, "kind” to S tarr 
and later to her pretty sister, Tucker. 
The kindness and philanthropy, they 
told the United Press, were a cloak 
for a relationship th a t lasted for years 
and only came to light five years ago 
through an incident in a New York 
hotel. 
The man etherized or chloroformed 
the girl on occasions and had through 
his m altreatm ent, warped her mind, 
Faithfull said. 
There are records of 
S tarr writing of trips with the man 
to hotels at several points. The m a n ’s 
"kindness” cloaked his deeds, accord­ 
ing to’ the Faithfully, but one day she 
cam e home, d istraught and troubled 
and told of a night in a New York 
hotel, at the recollection of w hich she 
shuddered. 
She confided certain facts, and then 
the whole story of the m an’s m a ltrea t­ 
m ent cam e from her. Faithfull checked 
up. and to his h orror found m any of 
th e things the girl had related were 
true. 
The Faithfully debated the course 
to pursue. 
Finally, the story wa* told to a so­ 
ciety friend of Mrs. Faithfull. 
This 
woman in turn told her husband and 
the latter consulted a lawyer. 
S tarr had to have alienist and medi­

Catholics to take an active part in the 
forthcoming national elections were 
considered hostile by the government, 
began his Journey

Guadalajara to the F rench frontier at 
1:45 P. M. yesterday. 
His deportation again aroused the 
religious question, one of the

since it declared its policy of working 
toward complete separation of church 
and state. 
Fears of further disorders 
were expressed, and precautions will 
be taken to m aintain order among the 
more extreme elements. 
Serious disorders broke out last Sun­ 
day at a mass m eeting of 20,(HK) Catho 
lies at Pam plona City, where 16 were 
hurt.

SAYS “HARDING’S SOUL SEARED 
BY A GREAT D ISILL U ­ 
SIONM ENT”

Marlon, O., June 16.—The late Presi­ 
dent H arding was betrayed by some 
of his associates who not only deceiv­ 
ed him but betrayed their country in 
a w ay for 
which 
punishm ent 
can 
never atone, President Hoover said in 
dedicating the memorial here where 
the late President and Mrs. Harding 
are buried. 
"W arren Harding gave his life 
in 
worthy accomplishment for his coun­ 
try,” Mr. Hoover said as he sought to 
vindicate the memory of his chief by 
branding with withering scorn such as 
has rarely come from a chief execu­ 
tive, those who were false to their 
trust. 
In the presence of form er President 
Calvin Coolidge and m any others who 
served In the Harding administration, 
Mr. Hoover for the first tim e publicly 
expressed himself on the conduct of 
some associates in that regim e. 
R eferring to the fact th a t he accom­ 
panied the late president on the fatal 
A laskan trip, Mr. Hoover 
described 
how he observed H arding th en on the 
threshold of death, as a m an whose 
"soul had been seared by a great dis­ 
illusionm ent” gradually w eaken not 
only from physical 
exhaustion 
but 
from w orry over the conduct of some 
of his Intimates. 
This betrayal, Mr. H oover said, “was 
the tragedy of the life 
of 
Warren 
H arding.” 
J p 
The president paid tribute to the 
‘kindly and gentle spirit” of Harding 
and described him as a man “of deli­ 
cate sense of honor” especially fitted 
to restore tranuillty and heal the ran­ 
cors left by the world war. Mr. Hoover 
sum m arized briefly the achievem ents 
of H ard in g ’s two years In th e White 
House, climaxed by the W ashington 
arm s conference, and then turned to 
the tragic picture of 
th e 
president 
straining to go through w ith his long 
trip in the west, but being crushed 
under the weight of great anxiety. 
"H is companions on 
that 
Journey 
realized full well that he had over­ 
strained even his robust strength In the 
gigantic task which confronted him 
(luring the previous two years,” Mr. 
Hoover said, "and he cam e also to 
know th a t here was a man whose 
soul w as being seared by a great dis­ 
illusionment. 
We saw him gradually 
weaken not only from physical 
ex­ 
haustion but from 
m ental 
anxiety. 
W arren H arding had a dim realization 
that he had been betrayed by a few 
of the men whom he had trusted, by 
men whom he had believed were his 
devoted friends. It was later proved 
in the courts of the land that these 
men 
had 
betrayed 
not 
alone 
the 
friendship and trust of their staunch 
and loyal friend but they had betrayed 
their country. That was the tragedy 
of the life of W arren H arding. 
T here are disloyalties an d there are 
crim es which shock ou r sensibilities, 
which m ay bring suffering. But there 
is no disloyalty and no crim e In all 
the category of 
hum an 
weaknesses 
which compares with the failure of 
probity In the conduct of public trust. 
M onetary loss or even the shock to 
moral sensibilities is perhaps a pass­ 
ing thing, but the breaking down of 
the faith of a people in the honesty 
of their government and In th e Integ­ 
rity of their institutions, th e lowering 
of respect for the standards of honor 
which prevail in 
high 
places, 
are 
crim es 
for 
which 
punishm ent 
can 
never atone.” 
Mr. Hoover described H ard in g as a 
m an of "passionate patriotism " and 
"deep religious feeling." 
H e closed 
with a quotation from the last publio 
tatem en t of Harding which declared 
"Christ was the prince of peace and 
we who seek to render his nam e glori­ 
ous m ust move In the ways of peace 
und brotherhood and loving service.” 
Mr. Hoover added “He gave his life 
in th a t spirit, and in th a t spirit we 
pay tribute to his memory.”

Coolidge paid high tribute to H ard­ 
ing’* character. 
"H e had experience and ability, cour­ 
age and patience, combined with a 
generous tolerance and chet rfid op 
tim ism that inspired confidence," the 
form er president declared. 
He sketched in outline the accom­ 
plishments of the H arding administrn 
tion and concluded that "it would be 
difficult to And any peace time period 
of a little over two yeara when ho 
much that was beneficial wa* accom­ 
plished as during his administration." 
Coolidge praised Harding's "charm 
ing cordiality" and said that "his so ­ 
cial graces were only an approptlatc 
setting for a strong and tugged pet 
sonality.”

ments.

"President H arding . . . had a nat­ 
ural gift of expression which he had 
developed into an art. 
He understood 
the people and the people understood 
him. 
In composing a situation, 
in 
pacifying men, he was a master. 
"Those qualities which were so much 
needed in our own country and in the 
world he brought to the presidential 
office. 
When he began his term, our 
domestic situation was chaotic.” 
In tracing the accomplishments of 
H arding in office, Coolidge called at­ 
tention to the state of political affairs 
at the time of Harding's inaugura­ 
tion. 
"Credit was over extended,” he said. 
"Commodity prices had experienced a 
perpendicular decline. Unemployment 
was extensive. 
Agrioulturo wa*, pros­ 
trate. 
The national debt was enorm ­ 
ous. 
W ar taxes prevailed. 
Govern­ 
m ent expenses were heavy. All kinds 
of business were in distress. O ur for­ 
eign relations were precarious.” 
To meet these problems, 
Coolidge 
said, 
President 
H arding 
summoned 
congress and kept it in session for 
nearly two years. He revived the w ar 
finance corporation to meet the credit 
situation. 
An emergency tariff law 
was enacted to protect our markets. 
Restricted imm igration served to pro­ 
tect labor. A budget bureau was es­ 
tablished and a system of “rigid econ­ 
omy” was adopted. 
The veterans bu­ 
reau was organized. A perm anent ta r­ 
iff bill gave protection to our m arkets 
in harm ony with the new conditions 
of world trade. 
"Surplus w ar materials,” Coolidge 
said, “and treasury assets were con­ 
verted into cash to pay expenses and 
reduce debts. Several billions of short 
term governmental obligations 
were 
paid or refunded. The shipping busi­ 
ness and the railroad adm inistration 
were put in the way of liquidation.” 
In foreign relations, "settlements of 
even greater magnitude were 
being 
made,” the form er president said. He 
cited settlem ent of the long standing 
difference with Colombia, the resump- 
iton of diplomatic relations with Mex­ 
ico, the appointm ent of a commission 
to negotiate a settlement of foreign 
debts, and the calling of the W ashing­ 
ton conference on limitation of arm a ­ 
ments. 
"Under this benign Influence,” Cool­ 
idge declared, “trude revived and a 
b e t t e r international understanding 
prevailed. 
He would be the last to 
claim all the credit for these accom­ 
plishments. 
He had the loyal and pa­ 
triotic 
co-operation 
of 
public 
men 
within and without his own party. . . 
“He had the advantage, too, of the 
deeply interested and watchful care 
of a wife who was ever devoted to his 
welfare and shared with him his burd­ 
ens. No record of his work would sat­ 
isfy him which failed to recognize the 
helpful influence of Mrs. Harding, who 
sleeps here by his side. 
"Before he could see the full fruition 
of his policies, fate brought him to a 
tragic end. 
As we can now realize 
the wisdom of the foundation which 
he laid, we are consoled by the thought 
that 
for 
some 
reason 
we 
cannot 
fathom his work was done, his course 
was finished, he was gathered to his 
fathers, to rest in the peace which he 
had desired so fervently to bestow 
upon all hum anity.”
